Decreasing Sc School 
Grants 


The Minister of F of Education has 
now before the Legislature cer 
tain amendments to the schools 
grants act which, if enacted, will 
decrease the government grants 
to schools throughout the Prov 
ince to an alarming extent. In 
the city of Calgary alone the pro- 
vincial grant to schools will de- 
crease sixty-two per cent. next 
year unless theGovernment real- 
izes the folly of its intentions and 
amends the proposals. 

So far as can be ascertained it 
appears that every school grant 
in the Province will be diminish- 
ed in varying degrees of from 
eight to sixty-two per cent. The 
smallest decreases will be made 
iv new rural school allowances. 
Older town schools will feel the 
new regulations severely, in some 
cases to the extent of thirty per 
cent. of the present grant. Med- 


six per cent. 

The short-sightedness of this 
policy of decreasing educational 
aid is apparent to everyone, and 
can only be the result of the 
pressing financial dilemma _— in 
which the administration finds it- 
self. The schools of Alberta are 
dving excellent} work, but they 
are not meeting the demands 
made upon them. Even in the 
larger citics the educational fa- 
cilities are far from 
while in many rural districts the 
farmers are unable to provide the 
funds to pay their share of 
school expense with the present 
grants, which are certainly not 
too liberal.

Interim Reports 


on Agriculture] . 


An interim report of the Alber- 
ta Department of Agriculture, 
tabled in the Legislature on Sat- 
urday, indicates a number of im- 


portant advances made during 
the year. An increase in the! 
number of weed inspectors 


rural municipalities had inspect- 
ors covering their districts. On 
account of a larger area being un- 
der summer fallow, there is con- 
siderable ,reduction in the preval- 
ence of weeds, especially in re- 
gard to tumbling mustard. Rus-} 
sian thistle, Canada thistle, and’ 
stink weed all show a tendency to 
increase. The decrease in weeds 
is to some extent due to the in- 
crease in the amount of stock. 

A good deal of educational work 
was done by means of short- 
course schools in agriculture held 
in nine centres. A new line of ed- 


ucational work, that of curing 
meat, was started by the live 
stock commissioner. This work 


was 
was greatly appreciated. A big 
increase in the hog industry is 
shown, and it promises to be- 
come one of the leading features 
of agriculture in this province. 

The publicity «commissioner’s 
report shows a keen demand _ for 
information about the land and 
natural resourecs . of theprov- 
ince. During the year an effort 
was made to secure help for farm- 
ers and a special delegation was 
sent to Scotland to interest farm 
laborers. This work met with 
considerable success during the 
summer, and the immigration of- 
ficer for the Province at Winni- 
peg made arrangements for send- 
ing 5,000 harvesters into Alber- 
ta.

Home-made cheese is not as dif- 
cult to make as most people 
suppose. Anyone having enough 
cows to obtain six gallons of 
morning milk cun easily make a 
small cheese every day if desired, 
says Successful Farming. It re-

milk, set on the stove in a clean 
wash boiler and heat to 85 de- 
yrees; remove from the stove and 
add one-half of a rennet tablet,

dissolved in a little warm water; 
stir well and cover with a heavy 
comfort; let it stand for 40 or 
50 minutes until it becomes thiek, 
clabbered milk. 

Then with a long, sharp knife, 
cut this curd both ways. Let it 
stand a while longer, well cover- 
cd; now dip off the whey, all that 
is possible. Next take a skimmer 
and stir and chop the curd, get- 
ting it well up from the bottom. 
Chop it until it is as fine as 
grains of wheat. Place a basket 
in a tub, put a cheesecloth in the 
basket, and into this dip the curd 
and let drain; salt to taste; work 
gently to mix the salt. Let it 
stand a while longer, and occas- 
ionally stir around to prevent 
forming a,solid mass. For a press 
I use # small lard press, but in 
case you -have mo tard press a 
bucket with the bottom out and 
a lever hinged to a well. and a 
weight placed on top of thebuck- 
et will answer just as well as a 
costly press. 

Place a clean, wet cheese cloth 
in hoop; put in your mixed curd; 
fold the cloth smoothly over the 
top; put on a round board that 
will fit the hoop; place on your 
weights or whatever the press 
may be, and press lightly at 
first, afterwards more. It should 
be ready for ‘the press before 
noon, and left undisturbed until 
evening. Take out, turn off unev- 
en edges, turn other side up, and 
leave until morning. Do not 
bandage, but put in a warm, airy 
toom and turn and rub with fresh 
butter every day. It will do to 
use in four wecks.

SYMOPSIS OF CANADIAN 

NORTIUWEST HOMESTEAD 

REGULATIONS 

Any person who is the sole 
head of a family, or any mals 
over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion Iand in Manito- 
bia, Saskatchewan or Alberta. 
The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-agency for — the 
district. Entry by proxy may 
be made at any agency, on cer- 
fain conditions by father mo- 
ther, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties- Six months’ residence 


apon and cultivation of the 
land in each of three years. A 
homesteader may live within 


nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres sole 
ly owned and occupied by him 
or by his father, mother, sen, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a home 
steader in good standing nay 
preempt a quarter section alon 
eids his homestead.
